Jrom time to time, been aided and relieved by feveral fucceffive acts FA 
parliament: and whereas an aét was made in the ninth year of the 
reign of his late majeffy King George the Fir/? (of glorious memory ) 
whereby feveral duties were granted for clearing, depthening, repair- 
ing, extending, maintaining, and improving the faid haven and piers ; 
and for depthening the channel of that part ‘a the river Yare called 
Braydon ; and for making more navigable the faid river Yare, and 
the rivers Waveney and Bure, which empty themfelves into the haven 
of the faid town of Yarmouth; and for repairing the bridge and

Jrom and after the nine and twentieth day of September, which 
Sbould be in the year of our Lord one thoufand feven hundred (over 
and above all other impofitions and duties) the fum of fix pence for 
every thaldron thereof, and for fuch fort of coals as are fold by the 
ton, for every ton t ria containing two thoufand weight, the like 
fum of fix pence; which impofition of fix pence was, by the faid aé?,

W HEREAS many perfens by loffes and other misfortunes, are 
rendered insapable of paying teir whole debts; and though 
they are willing to make the utmoaj? fatisfaétion they can, are never- 
thele/s detained in prifon by their creditors: and whereas fuch unhap- 
py debtors have always been deemed the proper chjeéts of publick com- 
paffion, and by feveral acts of parliament have been diftharged: for 
the relief therefore of infolvent prifoners, who fhall faithfully 
difcover, upon oath, and deliver up and affign, all their effects 
and eftates whatfoever for the benefit of their creditors; and to 
prevent, as far as poffible, the many frauds and abufes, which 
im a great meafure have obitructed the good ends of fuch acts, 
be it enacted, “ce.

the navy and vidtualling offices, and for tranf{ports, which were made 
out between the firft day of January, one thoufand feven hundred 
and forty Jeven, and the thirty firf? day of December, one thousand 
feven hundred and forty eight, the Jum of three millions at the leaft 3 
and to difcharge the debentures payable cut of the office of ordnance, 
which were made out on or before the faid thirty firj? day of Decem-

plication of the rents and profits of the eflates forfeited by the attain- 
ders of James late earl of Derwentwater, and Charles Radcliffe) 
it was enacted, That upon the death of bis prefent Majefty, and alfo 
upon the death of every fucceffive King and Queen of this realm, all 
ch aéts and fervices jhould be done and performed, and all fuch fines 
and Jums of money fhould be paid by the refpective tenants of the ef- 
tates to every fucceffor of his Majefty, or og cafe any of the faid ef- 
tates fbould be fold) to Juch other perfon who fball be the owner there- 
of, as by the ancient tenure thereof, or by any contraét, law, ufage, or

tainted of high treafon, by judgment, outlawry, or otherwife, either 
zn this kingdom or in Ireland; or whcfe fathers, at the time of the 
birth of pa children ref/peétively, by any law or laws made in this 
kingdom, or in Ireland, were or fhould be liable to the penalties of

heirs male of their refpective bodies ; and all and every other 
perfon and perfons whatfoever, who is, are, or fhall be the de- 
fcendant or defcendants of or from the faid Fravcis late earl of 
-. Derwentwater, or the faid Fame; late earl of Derwentwater, or the 
faid late Charles ages i or any of them, except the faid lady 
Catherine Radcliffe, if living, and all and every other perfon and 
perfons, who may or fhall at any time hereafter claim any right, 
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tite, eftate, or intereft, in, to, or out of the faid feveral laft- 
mentioned eftates, by means of the faid recited fettlements of 
the twenty third and twenty fourth days of ‘March, one thou- 
fand fix hundred and ninety one, and the twenty third and twenty 
fourth days of June, one thoufand feven hundred and twelve, 
or either of them) all their right, title, intereft, claim, or de- 
mand to the faid feveral eftates intended to be hereby fettled to 
and for the ufe and benefit of the faid royal hofpital at Greenwich, 
Or any part or parts thereof.
